a headlincr positioned in the interior of the vehicle, said headlfner including, 
a compressed substrate including a first compressed s urfac e positioned 
distallv from the vehicle interior, and [[an Opposite,]] a.second compressed surfac e positioned 
proximat e to the vehicle interior, said second surface arranged substantially parallel to said first 
smfacejo fomi[[ing]] a thickness[[ of said substrate therebetween]], said first surface having a 
plurality of impressions formed therein along a plane of said first surface so as to create a 
corresponding numbo: of projections extending outwardly from said second surfac e extending 
towards the interior of the vehicler rsubstantiallv perpendicular to said plane of said first 
surface]], and 

a layer of material attached to said projections of said substrate^ 
wh e iein r said layor of matorial togothor wth oaid pro j octionc form an I 
b ecan - fltRXQtiH'O - that enhanc e s th e str e ngth of th e h e adlin e s 

8. (Cuirendy amended) The (Theadliner ninterior trim panel accordiug to Claim 7. 
wherein said substrate and said layer of material are contprised of polyethylene terephthalate 
(PET)materiaL 

9. (Oiirentiy amended) The ([headliner] ]interior trim panel according to Claim 7, 
wherein said substrate and said layer of material are contprised of 100% recyclable material. 

10. (Currently amended) The rrteadlinerl linterior trim panel according to Claim 7, 
wherein said impressions and coiresponduig projections are arrange d in a substentiallv linear 
pattern of at least three rows with said projections on a first row ofiset from said projections on a 
second row so as to have a ■ maximum numbor p e r unit area of Gubatrnto . 
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1 1 . (Currently amended) The rrheadliner nintgiior trim panel according to Claim 7, 
furiber comprising a face fabric attaclied to said layer of material. 

12. (Currently amended) The rrheadhnerl linterior trim panel according to Claim 7, 
wherein said plurality of impressions and corresponding projections form a two-dimensional 
array. 

13. (Withdrawn) A method of manufacturing a headliner, comprising ttie steps of: 
compressing both sides of a substrate so as to form a first sur&ce, and an 

opposite, second surface substantially parallel to said first surface forming a thickness of said 
substrate therebetween, said first surface having a plurality of impressions formed therein along 
a plane of said first sur&ce so as to create a corresponding number of projections extending 
outwardly from said second surface substantially perpendicular to said plane of said first surface; 
and 

attaching a layer of material to the projections of the substrate, 
whereby the layer of material toge&er wifli the projections form an I-beam structure that 
enhances the strength of the headliner. 

14. (Withdrawn) The method of Claim 13, furflier comprising the st^ of attaching a 
face fabric to the layer of material. 

15. (Withdrawn) The method of Claim 13, further comprising the step of arranging 
the plurality of impressions and corresponding projections so as to have a maximum number per 
unit area of substrate. 

16. (Withdrawn) The method of Claim 13, wherein the plurality of impressions and 
corresponding projections form a two-dimensional array. 
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17. (New) The interior trim panel according to Claim 7, wherein the headliner 
further comprises a trim stock directly bonded to the first compressed surface of the compressed 
substrate. 
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
